I never saw a cane in which the fever 
was HO high, or in which the patient lost

only remedies used being internal appli- 
cations of sulphur to the affected parts, 
and external use of cloths wot in tepid 
or cold water, applied constantly an 
compresses to reduce the fever. In this 
case I have tented the great superiority 
of dry sulphur over mixed, as years ago, 
in a similar case, I tested the futility of 
alum to conquer this fearful disease, 
having previously always used burnt 
alum mixed with the sulphur. Not hav- 
ing both at hand, I found the alum used 
ftcparately made no impression on the

operative is employed at dintinct features 
of the work.

ciently moist to keep tlio thread from 
Muparnting. It is so delicate as scarce- 
ly to be Keen, and the room is iw ar- 
ranged that all the light admitted shall 
fall upon the work. It in such material 
that renders the genuine Krnuels lace 
tn costly. On a piece of Valenciennes, 
not two inches wide, from two to three 
hundred bobbins arc sometimes used, 
and for a large width as many *a eight 
hundred.
